Valedictory 


Today we stand at the apex of our dreams. 


From the moment that we reluctantly released our grasp on mother’s familiar hand 
to clutch that first Grade One pencil, we have been climbing to this peak. How well we 
remember trudging happily through the grassy, sloping meadows of the first few grades, 
gathering ABC's along the way. Beyond us, we could see a massive mountain, shielding 
us from the unknown. And looking up, we could see above the mountain’s peak a great 
woolly cloud. 

Sheltered by that mountain, we began to climb the foothills of grades four, five 
and six. Here were sun-baked slopes where fractions and friendships grew together. The 
mountain which had shielded us and sheltered us, now challenged us, defied us to climb 


Maxie Runions and conquer it. Eagerly we clambered up the steeper slopes of Junior High School. 
Valedictorian Often during those years of adventure lust, we would have lost our bearings had 
it not been for guides along the way ... the wiser folk who knew the path so well, and 


warned us—sometimes even held us—away from the precipitous cliffs we longed to peer 

over; the loving people who reminded us of the peak we had not yet reached, when, 
plunged in the dense, dim forests of adolescent perplexity, we could not see beyond, behind, or above. They were the 
on2s who taught us to hear the singing of a bird above the sighing of the wind, to find the gayest, clearest streams for 
refreshment; to see the intricate blooms of learning hiding shyly in the shadows of bolder things. 

With only our Grade Nine certificates to show for all that we had learned, we suddenly stood a little breathless, 
at the tree line. And now, looking up almost perpendicularly, we could see the peak—and beyond it, the cloud. The 
goals which had seemed so far distant were now separated from us only by the last few years of school. Flushed with the 
exhilaration of climbing, we started the last, rocky stretch. Here the way was steeper. Sometimes our feet slipped, and 
far below us we could hear the clanging of the rocks that we had loosened in our clumsiness. But always there were those 
who reached back to help us, and always came the jubilance of new, firm foothold gained. 

And now, today, we stand on the peak. 

For a moment in the elation of newly gained altitude, we have gazed down . . . down at the mountains, the 
hills, the plains we have climbed. But here where we stand there is more than the peak. There is the cloud. Each year, 
as we have come closer, we have become more impatient to see through the cloud, to look beyond it to the sky. But 
today, as we turn to see the cloud, it shifts, and through a tattered, gossamer veil we glimpse, not the blue sky, but the 
violet shadows of another peak. Suddenly we realize that there are other peaks, higher than this one. We look again, but 
the cloud gathers its shredded mists together and wraps itself thickly, jealously, about the peaks we strain to see. 

And yet, the glimpse we have had is enough; we have seen other slopes to climb by mist-shaded paths. A little 
shiver of fear trembles in our hearts: We cannot see the way; the peaks above are unfamiliar. But then we look down 
again . . . look down and remember, and a current of confidence warms our fear into courage. We have enjoyed the 
climb thus far; and from our parents, ministers and teachers we have learned much that will help us on uncharted paths. 

Now the hidden mountains lure us upward. We shall go from this summit to attain other peaks. As we go, we 
will not choose the easiest paths, but each will find the swiftest, surest way to his goals. 

Someday, we shall stand on other peaks, and look down to the one on which we stand so triumphantly today; 
and it will be with fondness and with gratitude, as we look back to see the experiences and lessons which fit us to meet 
the challenges of a cloud-veiled future.

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SOME TRADITIONS OF THE CANADIAN PEOPLE 


FIRST PRIZE

Tradition is defined as ‘’the handing down 
of opinion, practices, customs, doctrines and 
rites, from age to age by oral communication”. 
This definition may be broadened. Fairs, sea 
shanteys, grain elevators, branch bands, square 
dances, handicrafts and hockey games are all 
part of the life and traditions of Canada. To 
these have been added the customs and skills 
of the new Canadians from many countries of 
Europe and Asia. The union of our native culture 
with that of the Old World has resulted in a 
true Canadian tradition. 


What do we know of the tradition of Cana- 
dian food and hospitality? Basic as these tradi- 
tions are, they are not spoken of as often as 
the Banff School of Fine Arts or the Stratford 
Festival. 


A tradition common to both Eastern and 
Western Canada is the fowl supper. It may be 
held in a country school house in Ontario, or 
in the village community hall in Busby, Alberta. 
It brings to mind bountifully laden tables, 
“womenfolk’’ crowded into narrow kitchens, 
smells and colours of intermingled food, the 
buzz of friendly chatter, and the delectable tastes 
of the feast. Over the generations, the kitchens 
have been enlarged, the cooking equipment has 
been improved, the door fee has risen, but a 
robust appetite is still needed to enjoy the turkey, 
jellied salads, homemade buns and _ luscious 
pastries. 


There are foods, too, which are native to par- 
ticular districts. There is the cheddar cheese 
of Lanark County, the Habitant soup of the 
Eastern Townships, the halibut fries of Prince 
Rupert, the saskatoon pie of central Saskatche- 
wan, the apple cider of the Niagara Peninsula, 
and the Restigouche salmon of the Maritimes. 
Each has a singular taste thrill. Tourist agencies, 
hotels, and restaurants are doing much to popu- 
larize these Canadian foods. In this way our 
Canadian traditions are being strengthened. 


The famed cheddar cheese has been made 
for decades in the white and cream-colored 
factories throughout the Ottawa Valley. A few 
milk cans from neighbouring farms sit on the 
stoop. But, on the whole, this cheese-making 
represents a passing tradition. Many of the fac- 
tories are used for barns or storage houses, and 
the cheeses bear the names of larger processing 
plants. But still saskatoon pie comes hot from 
the oven! Darker and larger than blueberries, 
the saskatoons thrive along many Saskatchewan 
roadsides. There are few families who do not 
pick their basketful each summer. Sugar-making 
also remains a tradition in the bush country of 
Ontario and Quebec! When the sap begins to 
run in the maples, it is tapped off and boiled up 
in immense vats. An exciting moment comes 
when the hot syrup is dribbled from a wooden 
ladle across the white snow. Never was there 
such delicious warmth and sweetness as in that 
chewy brown toffee! 


The tradition of Canadian hospitality is linked 
with the tradition of food. Its origin was in the 
back concessions of Eastern Canada and on the 
lonely Western Prairies, long ago when the 
earliest settlers stopped for food and shelter at 
isolated farms along the way. Today the tradi- 
tion of offering food to a traveller remains 
strong. The barn-raisings, ‘‘bees,’’ and sod- 
turnings were industrious community gatherings 
in pioneer days. Although these festivities are 
not as frequent today, the group spirit continues. 


Much has been written of the Canadian 
tradition in the arts and crafts, of the unique 
quality of the Eskimo soapstone carvings and 
the Indian totem woodcraft, and of the national 
school of painting established by the Group of 
Seven. Let us be satisfied with the tradition of 
food and hospitality. Less discussed perhaps, 
it is a tradition no less basic.
